"Ich bin der Welt abhanden gekommen, . . sie hat so lange nichts 
von mir vernommen, si mag wohl glauben ich sei gestroben!" and it 
is important to know one's point de repère, Why does one write 
and what does one write and for whom does one write and these are 
questions which must be answered in determining one's point de 
repère., Levers and points de repère and the creation of aesthetic 
form and a lever is a rigid bar used to exert a pressure or sustain 
a weight at one point of its length by the application of a force 
at a second point and turning at a third point on a fulcrum and 

a point de repère is a marque faite sur un mur sur un jalon sur 

un terrain pour indiquer ou retrouver un alignement un niveau une 
hauteur un indice qui sert A se retrouver and what do levers and 
points de repère have to do with the creation of aesthetic form 
and the answer is a great deal. Levers and points de repère and 
the fulcrum of the lever is actual and that of the point de repère 
is non-actual, Fulcrums and points de repère and the fulcrum is 
the point de repère. Example. What is realism. Given the line 
AB with point C equidistant from point A and from point B and 
point A being the artist and point B being le monde that is realism 
that is to say the third person point of view and the first person 
point of view are in equipoise because the forces at A and B are 
equal as in free indirect discourse. As the fulcrum moves towards 
B the force of A increases of course and the result in art is the 
urge to abstraction and conversely when the fulcrum moves towards 
A the force of B increases and the result in art is the urge to 
empathy. Whatever the distance between A and C and between C and 
B the forces of course must be in equipoise otherwise the lever 
will not function and that means that a work of art is not created 
because the artist (A) is either under- or over-distanced, Levers 
and points de repère and so levers and points de repère do have 

a great deal to do with the creation of aesthetic form. And when 
Ruckert wrote "Ich bin der Welt abhanden gekommen. . ." where was 
the fulcrum and why did he write what he wrote. A and B and C and 
the earth and the sun and the moon and how is an eclipse like an 
aesthetic form and how is an eclipse unlike aesthetic form. 
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
